Of the 12 people sitting on 
Edmonton city council, four — 
including Mayor Bill Smith — qual- 
ify for seniors’ discounts, but only 
one is under the age of 40.

Conference centre workers 
sign union cards 


About 240 kitchen and service 
staff at the Shaw Conference 
Centre have joined the United 
Food and Commercial Workers 
union. The certification vote was 
held in mid-December but ballots 
weren't tallied until last week 
because of a dispute over eligible 
voters. Management with 
Economic Development 
Edmonton, the civic agency that 
operates the conference centre, 
and the UFCW, which organized 
the workers, both contested a list 
of voters. But employees cast their 
ballots, with votes under dispute 
locked into separate ballot boxes 
until the matter of eligibility could 
be resolved, 

Last week, when it became clear 
that the margin of victory for pro- 
union votes would be strong 
enough to unionize the workers 
regardless of the eligibility issues, 
the issue was moot. 

In the end, the vote in favour of 
unionization was won by approxi- 
mately 20 votes, according to 
UFCW spokesman Kevin Tamblyn. 
And that means everyone who cast 
a vote — from chefs and kitchen 
workers to servers — will now be 
represented by the UFCW. 

“It’s a democracy,” said 
Tamblyn. “Like every other democ- 
racy, not everyone gets what they 
want. ” 

Tamblyn said the next step in 
the process is to serve the EDE 
with a notice to bargain and begin 
negotiating a collective agreement. 

As a wholly owned subsidiary of 
the City of Edmonton, EDE oper- 
ates the Shaw Conference Centre. 
It earns $6.5 million, nearly half of 
its $13.5 million budget, from the 
conference centre itself. 

The conference centre workers 
who will join the UFCW now earn 
between $6 and $9 per hour. But 
Tamblyn said money probably 
wasn’t the sole motivator that con- 
vinced workers to organize. 

“I bet if you canvassed people, 
the working conditions and what 
they were having to put up with 
there were important factors.

Clots of phlegm rise 
to her throat as she stumbies shak 
ily into the bathroom to vomit 

“It’s like this every morning,” 
she says, as she returns to her 
chair a few minutes later 
hardly breathe at night. | think 
going to choke to death. It’s 
fying.” 

Bernard is becoming something 
of a public figure because of her 
tooth-and-nail fight to get open 
heart surgery. She even made the 
City page of the Edmonton 
Journal last weekend when she 
held an auction to raise money for 
a trip to Houston, Texas, to see Dr 
Denton Cooley, one of the world’s 
leading cardiac surgeons. No 
doubt some local health profes 
sionals quietly hope she reaches 
her goal; maybe then she’ll stop 
bugging them. None of her doc- 
tors, including family physician Dr. 
Glenna Ramsey and cardiologist 
Dr. Leslie Kasza, would even 
return repeated phone calls from 
SEE. Kasza has written a letter 
confirming Bernard’s condition, 
but members of his staff said he 
will speak no further about the 
case. 

Bernard’s bizarre odyssey is 
anything but simple. The 53-year-

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Contempt still timely, compelling art

he second striking image in 
Jean-Luc Godard’s Contempt 
Le mépris) is Brigitte Bardot's 


bare rump. It's a proxy rump 
standing in for Godard’s own. He 
had to get Bardot naked to placate 
the film’s backers, so he flipped 
them the bird while turning the sit- 
uation to his advantage. 

Writer Paul (Michel Piccoli) has 
been called in to doctor the script 
of a film version of Homer’s 
Odyssey, directed by Fritz Lang, 
who plays himself. The film opens 
with a flurry of sight gags and dou- 
ble entendres, layered over incipi- 
ent tension. The menace and hilar- 
ity are inspired by the gaucherie of 
the film’s American producer, 
Jerry Prokosch (Jack Palance), a 
sinister amalgam of Dean Martin 
and Frankenstein’s monster. He 
wants a commercial film, where 
commercial means sexual. 

Roused from a funk by shots of a 
naked mermaid, he briefly turns 
auteur: “That’s wonderful for you 
and me, Fritz,” he enthuses, “but 
will the public understand?”) 

Jerry doesn’t conceal his desire 
for Paul’s wife Camille (Bardot). 
The writer’s refusal to lay claim to 
his spouse fuels a 30-minute argu- 
ment between Paul and Camille 
that consumes the film’s second 
act and devours the couple’s rela- 
tionship. Insecurity and crossed 
wires destroy a series of brief 
truces. Because we've grown 
accustomed to films that relate

plot telegraphically, this extended 
scene may feel like a tedious indul- 
gence. As a portrayal of felt experi- 
ence, however, the sequence is a 
feat of compression. Returning 
regularly to an impasse that’s 
familiar but progressively more 
grave, we grow exasperated with 
the characters, but that’s just how 
they feel too. 

The film suggests parallels 
between the Odyssey and Paul’s 
travails — Godard, for instance, 
amusingly contrives to clothe the 
battling couple in togas — but the 
comparison is ironic, for Paul is 
more Hamlet than Ulysses, a man 
who can’t decide whether to open 
an unfinished door or just walk 
through the hole in the middle. 

Several theories have been 
offered to account for Camille’s 
scorn for her husband: that he is 
indifferent or oblivious, that he is 
afraid to say no to Prokosch or is 
actively pimping his wife to curry 
favour. Some suggest that the 
film’s primary failing is that 
Camille’s contempt is actually 
inexplicable. It’s clear, however, 
that Camille is repulsed because 
Paul lacks the confidence to com- 







mit himself, to say what he thi

To pressure the 
ski you must first understand 
flexion and extension with your 
lower body. 

A skier should always be 
active while skiing, but in order 


to really get your skis working, 
the art of flexing and extending 
your legs will really improve 
your sensation of edging better. 
Here again is another drill to 
get you learning the art of pres- 
sure control. 


Step Ups: 


On flat terrain use a traverse 
line across the hill. Keeping 
your upper body stable work 
the lower half by bending your 
ankle on the downhill ski (ski 
on the downhill side of body), 
this is the flexion. The key now 
is to keep your weight on this 
downhill ski so.you can extend 
your leg to step up the hill and 
on to your uphill ski. Start slow 


with this drill — you want to 
feel the edge biting into the 
snow and you want to feel con- 
trolled. Later you can jack up 
the speed and move to moder- 
ate terrain. Do two or three 
step-ups in betw 
The next step is to try this 
approach in a bigger turn. As 
you initiate your turn your leg 
should be long (extended) with 
your hips up, work the turn 
from there by flexing your 
ankles first then your knees 
next until you reach the end of 
your turn. Extend your legs 
again and repeat. 
As always, practice first on 
n. Watch out for 
s. You are always 
responsible for whatever is 
below you, so it’s best to try 
this drill when the hill is not 
crowded.

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Alien Projectlooks tor truth in us

emember back in the 1970s and 
’80s, when visitors from other 
planets were at least benevo- 

lent and amiable? Back then, pop- 
culture aliens from Mork & Mindy 
or £.T. either warmed our hearts 
or healed our wounds with glow 
ing fingers. Now, however, we're 
more interested in the aliens that 
are pissed off at us for some rea- 
son. Just catch any episode of The 
X-Files or read Whitley Strieber’s 
best-selling book Communion and 

ou'll get the idea. Aliens now 
seem to be more interested in 
sticking needles down our ure- 
thras or stealing our ovaries rather 
than helping us. 

Catherine Crowston, curator 
from the Edmonton Art Gallery, 
argues that such shifts in how 
aliens are portrayed in popular cul- 
ture parallels changes in deeper 
societal values with the EAG’s new 
exhibit, 2001: The Alien Project. 

“There was a time when our 
relationship to aliens was good. 
But now, things have shifted 
towards a paranoid relationship — 
which was similar to what was 
going on in the '50s. I think there is 
a sense of political conservatism, a 
threat of economic recession, and 
an increase in immigration — a 
shift in demographic,” says 
Crowston, “As a metaphor, the 
threat of alien invasion has 
become one now of viral infec- 
tion.”

Playing upon the idea of aliens 
as a cultural pulse-point, Crowston 
found nine artists from the Prairies 
who were already working with 
aliens in some form. Although 
each have their own take on the 
subject, the artists all recognize 
alien invasion as a powerful 
metaphor that can be used in art. 

“I found it striking that nine peo- 
ple in Western Canada were doing 
work on aliens. Most abductions 
happen in prairie environments, so 
maybe it’s appropriate,” jokes 
Crowston. 

The exhibition features all sorts 
of alien stuff, including diorama 
abduction scenes, cheap sci-fi 
backdrops of space, UFO field 
guides, E.T. dolls, and photos of 
home-made spaceships built by 
ambitious country rubes. There’s 
even an installation in which peo- 
ple are supposed to lié on the 
ground and watch a projection of 
the stars. No doubt it’s an exercise 
in suspended belief — people will 
invariably try to find a flying 
saucer somewhere in the sky.

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Our portrayal of aliens says 

a lot about life here on earth, 
like aliens in pop culture — can be 
dangerous. If the show is unfo. 
cused, the individual works wij 
merely be illustrative of a topic, 
rather than adding up to some sori 
of statement. Crowston thinks the 
best way to counter this is by 
encouraging diversity. 

“The way in which I try to get 
around it in thematic shows is to 
have the artists take different 
approaches. If we had all ariisis 
just take photographs or try to 
recreate Roswell or something. it 
wouldn't be interesting.” 

Crowston also thinks that while 
the artists are dealing with a 
campy subject, viewers will |x 
able to draw out a deeper cultural 
interpretation from the exhibition 
After all, an E.T. doll in a gallery is 
different than merely the E.T. doll 
itself. 

“It will have the presentation 
and museum strategies that an art 
gallery has, so it will look much 
cleaner (rather) than campy 0! 
kitschy. It will be a lot cooler than 
it might sound at first,” says 
Crowston. “But it’s like any ar! 
show, you can appreciate it on 4 
superficial level and see this 45 
funny, kooky stuff, or they could 
see these things as emblematic 0/ 
what (the artists) are really talking 
about.” 

In conjunction with the exhibit, 
the EAG will be screening alien 
related movies in. February and 
March. 

Four films will span five 
decades, from War of the Worlds 
to Close Encounters of the Third 
Kind, underscoring Crowston’ 
theory of shifting cultural perce!” 
tions of what aliens actually rep!* 
sent — fear of the unknown.

Canadian cooking doyenne 


Bonnie Stern, featured twice in 
the past year in this column, has 
sold almost’ 70,000 ‘copies of her 
heartsmart cookbooks — almost 
ilwee times the per-capita sales of 
Martha Stewart — and our major 
chefs routinely win international 
cooking competitions. 

On a recent visit to the family- 
friendly Moose Factory I was 
impressed by the number of fash- 
ijon-forward cooking touches the 
menu boasted — Yellow Fin Tuna 
Nicoise offered alongside Beef 
Dip — and marvelled at how 
delightful their wine service was 


Harvey's is serving’ a creaming 
Dijon dipping sauce for its fries, 

So why all the food related 
fuss? 

One of the best explanations 
I've heard is made by Michael 
Ruhlman in his fascinating. book, 
The Soul of a Chef: The Journey 
Towards Perfection. According to 
Ruhiman, eating (especially fine 
eating) has to do with “connecting 
yourself to something more pow- 


erful and extraordinary than 
(mere) sensual gratifications.. 


(this) ecstatic clutching and cook- 
ing and feeding, (is) an attempt to 
fill its soul, each passionate 
cook’s attempt to connect himself 
to a world that was receding 
through the computer screen of 
his home office, receding in the 
rearview mirror of his Jeep 
Cherokee...”. 

In short, eating well allows us a 
direct and powerful access to the 
real, the deeply sensual and also 
the deeply original (eating being 
something that every human 
who's ever lived has shared). Not 
to mention that it also allows us 
an opportunity to search for con- 
nection with other beings. Dining 
out is a social experience and 
international in scope as we sam- 
ple foods from so many different 
cultures, and a connection to per- 
fection. 

As Ruhlman notes in his chap- 


of America’s intense certification 
test and the kitchens of a handful 
of star chefs, cooking as we know 
it in the west is a deeply objective 
craft that breeds a matiitinin' 
essentialism” which is certainly 
reassuring in a glowingly conyplex 
and chaotic world. In short 
Ruhlman suspects that high eui- 
sine gives us the myth of a small 
slice of tangible truth. 

Now I know that sounds silly 
when you first read it, but it 
makes all the sense in the world 
when we stop and think. For 
example, the very idea of a restau- 
rant column like this one implies 
that I can actually go to a restau- 
rant and judge the food using 
some kind of commonly held stan- 
dards that you, the reader, will be 
able to instantly share and viscer- 
ally understand. 

Without some default essential- 
ism, some default idea of stan- 
dards, the act of writing and read- 
ing a restaurant review would: be 
totally meaningless. 

Where does this lead us then? 

I suspect that the future will 
only see more in-roads being 
made by high cuisine into the pop- 
ular palate and an increasingly 
broad demand for the basic truth 
and comfort it provides. The best 
we can do is to read books like 
Ruhlman’s and make sure we're
